Every corpora- 
tion violating the provision of this suc- 
tion forfeits to the .-tate nil its property 
nnd franchises, and in the case of a for- 
eign corporation, it is prohibited from 
currying on business in the state.

YOUNG LIFE 


Miss Florence Blake Succumbs to 


Suicidal Dose of Arsenic. 


ATTEMPTED THE DEED . 


LAST SUNDAY EVENING 


Motive for Self-Dextriictioji, Ktifutai ot 


John IXinne of Thl« City to Marry Her— 


Deceased SJJ Year* of Ay;o—-Form- 


erly Employed ut Hotel Kacine. 


There died at the St. Luke's- hospital 


about 7 o'clock tlii.-i morning, from arsen- 
ic poisoning, a beautiful girl not over 22 
years oE ago, and back ot her demise 
there is a sud and pathetic story. 


Miss Florence Blake is the name of 


the unfortunate lady and her home until 
last June was Monticcllo, Indiana, where 
her mother and step-father reside. It is 
understood that she was born in the 
state of Kentucky. 
When quite young 


her father died; her mother re-married 
and she did not agree with him and left 
home to shift for herself. 


Securing a position in a hotol she fill- 


ed the capacity of waitress. Besides be- 
ing employed in her native town she was 
also engaged in hotels at Richmond and 
oilier places, but aarac from Muncie, In- 
diana, to Racine last June, and obtained 
u position ut Hotel Kaciue. 


Being a very handsome, polite and af- 


fable young woman she attracted more 
than passing attention and soor. was a 
favorite with the attaches of the hostel- 
ry and guests. 


At 
the 
hotel there 
boarded John 


Ueanc, son of K. C. Deane, probably one 
of the best known citizens of Kacine. 
The 
young man was a good dresser, 


pleasant in appearance and was attract- 
ed toward .Miss Blake and soon they be- 
came warm friends, the girl falling de.-,- 
perntoly ill luv'c with him. 


They met secretly and were much in 


each other's company and the fact bc- 
.coming known created attention at the 
hotel and comment-, was general. On 
November 1st Jlis* Blake.left the bouse 
and went to .Milwaukee, where ?lie secur- 
ed a. position as waitress in the .Republi- 
can house. 


Young Dean? also left the hotel and 


took rooms «t the home oi Mrs. Robert 
11. Hcblilethwaite, No. 3(lti Main street, 
second lloor, having been admonished be- 
cause of his attentions to the girl, which 
displeased his father and other relatives. 


On Jt'rid'ay last Miss BhiUe returned to 


the city. She 
evidently learned 
Hint 


young bmlie was at Mrs. llobleihwaite's, 
nt any rate *ho 
culled at that place. 


Mrs. Hebblcthwiiilc had neve-f seen the 
girl and met her in the hull and asked 
what was wanted. 


MI.HS Blake said that slic desired a 


room 
for a few days. .Mrs. Ilebblc- 


thwiiitc informed her that she only kept 
gentlemen roomers, ^hc 
begged Mrs. 


H. to allow her to remain u few days 
and said she had something to tell her. 
With Mrs. II. »'ic entered Hie kitchen 
and there she told the landlady that she 
w«s in trouble, that she did not have a 
cent of money, hud no place to go Jind 
wanted to remain until Monday and then 
she would go to Kenosha where she had 
a place. 


Mrs. TIcbblolhwnitc pitied the 
girl; 


liked her appearance and could not re- 
fuse and agreed to let her remain if she 
would stay in the kitchen and she \vag 
willing to do anything. In I he course 
of tlic conversation she said that John 
Denne lia<l been paying her attention and 
intimated that they wore going to be 
married. 


The girl wns installed in the kitchen. 


She met young Donne and as fars as Mrs. 
ilcbblethwnite was able to discern, they 
were on the very best of terms. 


On Sunday last, Miss Blake told Mrs. 


Ihsbhlethwaite thai she was going to 
meet Mr. 1)eane in tlic afternoon. Mrs. 
H. did not believe it was just the thing 
and invited the girl to go out with her 
if the weather permitted. It rained all 
afternoon and Miss Blake and Mr. Deane 
met in the. kitchen of the place, Mrs. 
Hobblelhwaite be.ing present, but she 
laid down on the bed in an adjoining 
room and dozed away. 


The conversation between the young 


people w;is pleasant. Finally Miss Blake 
asked young Wciine if lie was going to 
marry her and lie remarked that hp was 
tired of hearing her ask the question 
and that it wus ;ill oil' between them. 


The girl was inueh affected .and re- 


marked, "Then it is all off. is it? 1 will 
settle it forever.'' With Hint she ran to 
her trunk, obtained a while substance, 
grabbed a glass and poured some of the 
stuff into it and then ran to the wutcr 
faucet. 


At the same time young Deane grabbed 


hold ot hor. There was 
a 
desperate 


struggle mid then Mrs, llebblethn-nite 
rushed in and made an efl'ort to get hold 
or t!iu glusi. but .th« girl displayed un- 
usual sirenyUi and kept both Deane and 
Mrs. 11. invay; let. tin- water pour into 
tlio, glass and before she i-oiild be- pre- 
vented swallowed the contents. 


At lirsl it, was believed that it was 


flour, but Mrs. Hebblcthwaitc suggested 
that milk be given. She eilleVl her hus- 
band who was in an adjoining room and 
he responded and in lens than fifteen 
minutes Dr. Note was at the scene and 
said tho girl Imd taken arsenic, llilk 
was freely administered and Dr. Nott 
remained at the girl's sidC'for hours. 


Young Dcanc was very much frighten- 


ed and so were Mr. and Mrs. Hebblc- 
thwaitc. At 
'A o'clock Monday morning 


the girl wns removed to t;he .SI.. Luke's 
hospital in a carriage. Yesterday it was 
reported thnt she was muifh better, but 
late last night she wru-i taken worse, her 
mother 
was telegraphed !jaiid .it was 


known that the end was ndt far off. At 
exactly 7 o'clock 
this morning death 


ended her sufferings. 
; 


Mrs. Hcbblclhwaiie 
wa? 
seen 
this 


morning, and said that Miss Blake was 
one of the prettiest and most ladylike 
girls she ever sajiv, but that.' she was des- 
perately in love with "Johnnie'' Deane, 
and that he was also in'love with her. 
She told Mrs. Hcbblethwaite tbat the 
parents of Mr. Deane. were opposed to 
his marrying her; that slip loved him 
dearly :ind that, she could and would not 
live without him. Mrs. H. attempted to 
sooth and encourage the girl, but she 
was desperate aud could not be' moved 
from her determination to end her life 
if young Deane did not marry hor. She 
even went so far as to lell Mrs. II. what 
to do with her rings und other things it" 
she should happen to die. 


At the Hotel Kacine 
the girls who 


knew her burst into tears when informed 
that she was dead. One and all snid that 
she was the prettiest and beat behaved 
girl t.lmt. ever worked in the house and 
they all liked her and were sorry when 
she went away. They were aware that 
young De.-ijc wns waiting on licr secrct- 
Iv, but did r.ot think there was any- 
thing serious 
until just before Miss 


Blake left. 


little-was known of her life before she 


cninc to the hotel, except that she cams 
ot" a good family and was employed at 
Muncie before coming to Racine. 


When 
it 
wus 
announced Monday 


morning thai the girl had poisoned her- 
self and was liable to die, it was not be- 
lieved to be anything more .serious than 
a lover's quarrel and that the substance 
tnkeii was a mixture of flour and chalk, 
and'it. was passed lightly over, but when 
it was found that over ten grains of ar- 
senic was taken, there was a profound 
sensation. It wns also'learned that Miss 
Blafce purchased the asraBc a'nd ha<Z- it 
in h?r possession for over a month: 


Chint of Police. Pstcr rent a telegram 


to the mother.of the doad girl, Mrs. For- 
est Butterfield, Montpcllicr, Ind., appris- 
ing her of the death 
of her daughter,

Before the girl died she expressed

Coroner Henry Nelson was notified of

proceeded to hold an inquest. A jury 
was impaneled and

journed until this afternoon nt 2 o'clock. 


-At 2 o'clock this afternoon the inquest 


was held. The first witness called was 
Mrs. Robert llebblcthwaite. She testi- 
fied to keeping rooms at 30C Main street. 
Thnt she kr.ew Miss Blake; that she. 
roomed there and told the story of Mr. 
Deane. and Miss Blake meeting in her 
kitchen and that she saw Miss Blake 
take the drug and thnl both Mr. Deane 
and she attempted to prevent it, but 
failed. 


Mr. Godfrey, a clerk of tlic City Drug 


store testified that :i woman came to the 
store' on the 
23th of 
October. She 


bought arsenic and another drug. She 
"tivo he.r name as Mrs. J. Sewell and said 
she wanted it for another woman to put 
in a face lotion. Ho had fir.en the body 
of Miss Blake and believed il was the 
woman who got tho poison. 


John Deane. was colled 'and testified 


that he had known Miss Blake a number 
of weeks. 
1-Ic saw her »t:JMrs. Hebblc- 


thwiute's last Sunday. She rapped at 
his dour nnd lie stopped out and she 
wanted to see him. They had some con- 
veriation nnd lie told her it was all off 
between them. 
They 
went into 
the 


kitchen and here she got a box witli a 
white substance in it and placed it in a 
.glass Mid stepped up toward the water 
faucets. Ho reached over hor shoulder 
and knocked the box containing the pow- 
der out of her hands and tried to pro-, 
vent hor, from getting water from the 
faucets, but ho got hold of the wrong 
faucet and «bo managed to swallow the 
powder and In; thought she took it a 
second time. She afterward asked Jiim 
if it wns all off and he said it was. He 
afterwards took tho glass away from 
her. He called Mrs. 11. She had mudo 
threats to lake her life before. 


Miss Helen-Schmidt of Hotel Racine, 


testified as to knowing tho dead girl and 
having 
roomed with licr. She 
never 


heard her say she would kill herself. 


Chief of Police testified to having fol- 


olw<;d tlie yirl to the rooms of Mrs. Heh- 
blethwnitc. That the girt told him she 
was tired of life nnd that she would do 
away with herself; that she had bad luck 
ever since she .was in RaciLic. 


Dr. Nott testified to having been call- 


ed and attended to the girl. Said she 


died at 7 o'clock this morning and that 
she died of arsenical poisoning. 


The' jury rendered a verdict that the 


cause of death wa-s arsenic poisoning, ad- 
ministered by herself, upon the 24th day 
of November, 1901, about 3 p. m., at the 
rooms of Mrs. Robert Hobblethwaitc. 
The jury was composed of H. Raymond. 
W. J. Kellty, C. Madorey, A. HcAvoy, 
P, C. MaLhbom, A. G. Harding.

Supervisor Boyd Shows Why Racine 


Should Not Have Been Increased. 


Fouls and Figure* Pr«»n<cd—Report B«- 


JVrr«<] Back lo the Committee— 


Other Buefneli. 


At the session of the Racine County 


Board of Supervisors, hold yesterday af- 
ternoon, the report of the committee.on 
equalization was taken up and created a 
very lively and at the same time inter- 
esting discussion. The report shows 
that Eacine was increased $120,000 and 
thi.it every town in the county except 
Mt. Pleasant and Yorkvillc, were- in- 
creased. 
Supervisors took the matter up 
for 


the city and argued that the report and 
increase for Rncino was unjust 
and 


that it should lie tin- county towns that 
oug-ht to receive tj:..- increase. 


Mr. Boyd said: "We arc told that 


the equalization is based on the asse«$- 
ments and. sales of tiie past three years; 
let us examine them and see what the 
re-sult is. For the present year the; 
whole number of acres sold was 3,283; 
consideration in deeds, 5214.197; as- 
sessed valuation, $106,540, or 49 74-100 
per cent of its cash value, consequently 
there was 50% per cent of its cosh'value 
not assessed. The total 
consideration 


in deeds for city property, $304.030; as- 
sessed valuation of the same, $232,745 or 
58 05-100 per cent of its cash value, con- 
sequently there was but 41 per cent 
which remained unassessed, a difference 
of 0 per 
cr-nt against the city. The 


total consideration in deeds for city pro- 
perty sold in 1900 was $371,530; as- 
sessed valuation, $189,550, or 51 per 
cent: total in deeds for property soM 
outside of city for 1000, was" $269,017;

where ho taught school during the win- 
ter of 1850-51. an the spring of 1851 lie 
found employment in the blacksmith de- 
partment of a company manufacturing 
threshing machines, receiving his board 
and 50 cents a day. 


He reached (south Bond with a cash 


capital of $2. By careful saving in 'Feb- 
ruary. 1852, he was able to stare in bus- 
iness with his elder brother, Henry. They 
began blacksmithing, their stock embrac- 
ing two sets of blacksmith tools and six- 
ty-eight dollars in cash. Later, they re- 
ceived a government contract for a hun- 
dred wagons. This gave them a start 
and from that time the firm grew to its 
present large proportions.

but that such consolidation is a viola- 
lion of the law prohibiting the consoli- 
dation of competing lines. Our statute 
provides that every person, corporation, 
stock company or association of persons 
i nthis state will directly or indirectly 
combine or. form what is known as 
a 


trust, or tend to create a monopoly in 
the manufacture, sale or transportation 
of any articles, is punishable by impris- 
onment in the state prison for not ex- 
ceeding five years, or by a 
fine not ex- 


cedcing $10,000 or both. Every corpora- 
tion violating the provision of this sec- 
tion forfeits to the state all its property 
and franchises, and in the case of a for- 
eign corporation, it is prohibited 
from 


carrying on business in the state.

John Deane of ThU City to Marry Her— 


Deceased S3 Year* of Age—Form- 


erly Employed at Hotel Eucine. 


There died at the St. Luke's-hospital 


about 7 o'clock this morning, from arsen- 
ic poisoning, a beautiful girl not over 22 
years o:£ age, and back of her demise 
there is a snd and pathetic story. 


Miss Florence Blake is the name of 


the unfortunate lady and her home until 
last June was Monticello, Indiana, where 
her mother and step-father reside. It is, 
understood that she was born in the 
state of Kentucky. When quite young 
her father died; her mother re-married 
and she did not agree with him and left 
home to shift for herself. 


Securing a position in a hotel she fill- 


ed the capacity of waitress. Besides be- 
ing employed in her native town she was 
also engaged in hotels at Richmond and 
other places, but came from Mutieie, In- 
diana, to Racine last June, and obtained 
a position at Hotel Racine. 


Being a very handsome, polite and af- 


fable young woman she attracted more 
tha?i passing attention and soon was a 
favorite with the attaches of the hostel- 
ry and guests, 


At the hotel there 
boarded John 


Deane, son of E. C. Deane, probably one 
of the best known citizens of Racine. 
The young man was a good 
dresser, 


pleasant in appearance and was attract- 
ed toward Miss Blake and soon they be- 
came warm friends, the girl falling des- 
perately in love with him. 


They met secretly and were much in 


each other's company and the fact be- 
.coming known created attention at the 
hotel and comment was general. On 
November 1st Miss Blake .left the house 
and went to Milwaukee, where she secur- 
ed a position as waitress in the Republi- 
can house. 


Young Deane also left the hotel and 


took rooms at the home of Mrs. Robert 
H. Hebbletliwaito, No. 30'3 Main street, 
second floor, having been admonished be- 
cause of his attentions to the girl, which 
displeased his father and other relatives. 


On Frid'ay last MBS Blake returned to 


the city. She evidently learned that 
young Deane was at Mrs. Hebleihwuite's, 
at 
tiny rate she called at that 
place. 


Mrs. Hebblethwaite had never seen the 
girl nnd met her in the hall and asked 
what was wanted. 


Miss Blake said that she desired a 


room for a few days. Mrs. Hebble- 
tliwaitc informed her that she only kept- 
gentlemen roomers. She begged Mrs. 
H. to allow her to remain a few clays 
and said she hud something to tell her. 
With Mrs. II. she entered the kitchen 
and there she told the landlady that she 
was in trouble, that she did not have a 
cent of money, hud no place to go and 
wanted to remain until Monday and then 
she would go to Kenosha where she had 
a place. 


Mrs. Hebblethwnite pitied 
the girl; 


liked her appearance and could not re- 
fuse and agreed to let her remain if she 
would stay in the kitchen and she was 
willing to do anything. In the course 
of tlie conversation she said that John 
Doanc hud been paying her attention and 
intimated that they were going to be 
married. 


The girl was installed in the kitchen. 


She met young Deane and as fars as Mrs. 
Hebblethwaite was able to discern, they 
were on the very best of terms. 


On Sunday last Miss Blake told Mrs. 


Ifebblethwaite that she was going to 
meet Mr. "Deane in the afternoon. Mrs. 
H. did not believe it was just tlie thing 
and invited the girl to go out with her 
if the weather permitted. It rained all 
afternoon nnd Miss Blake and Mr. Deane 
met in the. kitchen of the place, Mrs. 
Hebbletlnvaite being present, 
but 
she 


laid down on the bed in an adjoining 
room and dozed away. 


The conversation between the young 


people was pleasant. Finally Miss Blake 
usked young Deane if he was going to 
marry her and he remarked that hp was 
tired of hearing her ask the question 
and that it was nil ofl' between them. 


The girl was much affected nnd re- 


marked, "Then it is all off, is it? I will 
aettle.it forever.'' With tliat she ran to 
her trunk, obtained a white substance, 
grabbed a glass and poured some of the 
stuff into it and then ran to the water 
faucet. 


At the same time young Deane grabbed 


hold of lior. There was 
a 
desperate 


struggle 
11 nd then Mrs. Hebblethwaite 


rushed in and mnde an effort to get hold 
of the gluHS, but the girl displayed un- 
usual strength and kept both Deane and 
Mrs. H. away: let. the water pour into 
the glass nnd before she could be pre- 
vented swallowed the contents. 


At first it was believed Unit it was 


flour, but Mrs. Hebblethwaite suggested 
that milk be given. She called! her hus- 
band who was in an adjoining room and 
he responded and -in less than fifteen 
minutes Dr. Notfc was. at the scene and 
said the girl "had taken arsenic. Milk 
was freely a'dministered and Dr. Nott 
remained at the girl's side-for hours. 


Young Deane was "very .much frighten- 


ed and so were Mr. and Mrj. Hebble- 
tlnvaite. At 3 o'clock Monday morning 
the girl was removed to the St. Luke's 
hospital in a carriage. Yesterday it was 
reported that she was ranch better; but 
late last night she was takjen worse., her 
mother was telegraphed fand .it was 
known that the end was not" far oft". 
At 


exactly 7 o'clock this morning death 
ended her sufferings.

Mrs. Hebblethwaite wa| seen this 


morning, and said that Miss Blo.ke was 
one of the prettiest and .most ladylike 
girls she ever sa^w, but that' she was des- 
perately in love with "Johnnie" Deane, 
and that he was also in:"love with her. 
She told Mrs. Hebblethwaite that the 
parents of Mr. Deane. were" opposed to 
his marrying lier; that sire loved him 
dearly and that she coufd and would not 
live without him. Mrs. H. attempted to 
sooth and encourage the girl, but she 
was desperate and could not be' moved 
from her determination to end her life 
if young Deane did not marry her. She 
even went so far as to tell Mrs. H. what 
to do with her rings and other things' if 
she should happen to die. 


At. the Hotel Racine 
the girls who 


knew her burst into tears when informed 
that she was dead. One and all said that 
She was the prettiest and best behaved 
gift that, ever worked in the house and 
they all liked, her and were sorry when 
she went. away. They were aware that 
young Deane was waiting on her secret- 
ly, but did not think there was any- 
thing serious until just before Miss 
BlaJceleft. 
; 


' Little Avas known of her life before, she 
came to the hotel, except that she came 
of a good family arid was employed at 
Muncie before coming to,Racine. 


When 
it 
was 
announced Monday 


morning that the girl had poisoned her- 
self and was liable to die, it was not be- 
lieved to be anything, more serious than 
a lover's quarrel and that the substance 
taken was a mixture of flour and chalk, 
and it- was passed lightly over, but when 
it was found that over ten grains of ar- 
senic was taken, there •vyas a profound 
sensation. It was also" learned that Miss 
Blak,e purchased the arteili? and had- it 
in her possession for over a month: 


Chief of Police .i'ster sent a telegram 


to the mother of the dead girl, Mrs. For- 
est Butterfieki, Montpellier, Intl., appris- 
ing her of the death of her daughter, 
and she is expected to arrive, here. 


Before, the girl died she expressed a 


wish to the, head nurse at tlie hospital 
that she could live and said that had 
she thought of her mother before she 
took the poison that she would not luive 
taken it. 
- The -body was removed to the under- 
taking parlors of Thronson-Hanson Fur- 
niture company and will be prepared for 
burial. 


Coroner Henry Nelson was notified of 


the death of the girl and immediately 
proceeded 'to hold an inquest. A jury 
was impaneled and the case was ad- 
journed until this afternoon at 2 o'clock. 


"At 2 o'clock this afternoon the inquest 


was held. The first witness called was 
Mrs. Robert Hebblethwaite. She testi- 
fied to keeping rooms at 306 Main street. 
That she knew Miss Blake; that she 
roomed there and told the story of Mr. 
Dcanc and Miss Blake meeting in her 
kitchen and that she saw Miss Blake 
take the drug and that both Mr. Deane 
and she attempted to prevent it, but 
failed. 


Mr. Godfrey, a clerk of the City Drug 


store testified that a woman came tathe 
store on the 
29th of October. She 


bought arsenic and another drug. She 
gave her name as Mrs. J. Sewell and said 
she wanted it for another woman to put 
in a face lotion. He had seen the body 
of Miss Blake and believed it was the 
woman who got the poiaon. 


John Deane was colled and testified 


that he had known Miss Blake a number 
of weeks. He saw her at-.Mrs. Hobble- 
thwoite's last Sunday. She rapped at 
his door and he stepped out and she 
wanted to see him. They had some con- 
versation and he told her it was all off 
between them. They -went into 
the 


kitchen and hero she got a box with a 
white substance in it and placed it in a 
glass'nnd stepped up toward the water 
faucets. He reached over her shoulder 
and knocked the box containing the pow- 
der out of her hands and tried to pre-. 
vent her. from getting water from the 
faucets, but he got hold of the wrong 
faucet and she managed to swallow the 
powder and Ije thought she took it a 
second time. She afterward asked him 
if it was all off and he said it was. He 
afterwards took the glass away from 
her. He called Mrs. H. She had made 
threats to take her life before. 


Miss Helen-Schmidt of Hotel Racine, 


testified as to knowing the dead girl and 
having 
roomed'with her. She never 


heard'her say she would kill herself. 


Chief of Police testified to having fol- 


olwed the girl to the rooms of Mrs. Heh- 
blethwaite. That tlie girl told him she 
was tired of life and that she would do 
away with hen^lf; that she had bad luck 
ever since she ,was in Racioe. 


Dr. Nott testified to having been call- 


ed and attended to the girl. Said she 


died at 7 o'clock this morning and fhat 
she died of arsenical "poisoning. 


The'jury rendered a verdict that the 


cause of'death was arsenic poisoning, ad 
ministerod by herself, upon the 24th day 
of November, 1901, about 3 p. m., at the 
rooms 
of Mrs. Robert Hebbleth\yaite.

>Ir. Boyd said: "We are tojd that 


the equalization is based on the assess- 
ments and sales of the past three years; 
let us examine them and see what the 
result is. For the present year tho 
whole number of acres sold was 3,285; 
consideration in deeds, $214,197; as- 
sessed valuation, $100,540, or 49 74-100 
' 


per cent.of its cash value, consequently 
there was 50% per cent of its cash'value 
not assessed. The total consideration 
in deeds for city property, $394.930; as- 
sessed valuation of the same, $232,745 or 
58 95-100 per cent of its cash value, con- 
sequently there -was but 41 per 
cent 


which remained unassessed, a difference

Harrison's friends in asking that she bd 
paid a pension has been the cause of, -a 
great deal of quiet comment and criti- 
cism among those who have learned of 
it. 


There are some unusual features to 


the case, -In the first place Mi's. Harri- 
son was not the wife of a president, but; 
of an ex-president. She, it will be re- 
membere.d, Hpent a great deal of time at 
the White, House nursing the first Mrs. 
Harrison and relieving her of the -social 
duties of her position. After the death 
of Mrs. Harnson Mrs. Dimmiek ...took 
charge of the executive mansion, uefci,ng 
as a sort of housekeeper for the presi- 
dent. Mr. Harrison and Mrs. Dimmiek 
were not married until the former's 
term of office expired. All the wives of 
president who drew pensions from 
the 


United States actually sewed as mis- 
kresses of the White House. 
STO OPPOSITION TO M'KINLEY BILL. 


The friends of the measure providing 


for Mrs. McKintey's pension assert that 
the Harrison pension bill* is being at- 
tached to that for Mrs. McKinley for 
the purpose o.f getting it through con- 
gress without opposition. There will be 
no objection to Mrs, McKinley's bill in 
either house. Every one seems to think 
that it will not only be just and proper 
for the country to thus provide for the 
wife of the murdered president..

SO FAR BEEN RECOVERED 


Thirty-eight Employes Injured—Engineer 


on Dying Bert Declares Boiler nnrt 


Engine Were All Kig-lit—property 


loss Aggregates $150,000, 


DETROIT, Nov. 20.—At least a half 


hundred men in the 
factory of Pern- 


berthy Injector company art- victims of 
an explosion of the large boik-r situated 
in one end of the structure in which 
they were at work. Of these, fourteen 
are known to be dead and the bodies of 
several others are believed to be be- 
neath.the debris. The boiler was lo- 
cated in one end of a three-story brisk 
building 
u4x!30 
feet in size. That 


structure was instantly and completely 
reduced 
to a muss of burning ruins. 


The only men on the first floor, which 
was largely utilized as s. store room, 
were the engineers, firemen and some 
workmen who were making alterations. 
All of these were cither killed or badly 
maimed. On the second floor were sev- 
enty-five finishers; on the. third were 75 
brass moulders. Ju&t how many es- 
caped from this building is not yet de- 
termined, but up to 1 o'clock 
Lhirty- 


eight injured had'been taken to hospit- 
als and eleven dead bodies had been got- 
ten out of the debris. 


ENGINEER RESCUED ALIVE. 


Tlie ruined .building was 
separated 


from the other portion of the factory by 
an'alleyway. A portion of wall of the 
second building was blowil in, but none 
of tho 
inmates were seriously hurt. 


Samuel Riley3 the engineer, was taken 
from the ruins an hour-after the explo- 
sion. He 
had' been pinned under a 


heavy shaft and beam, his face was 
cooked by the flames and he was badly 
injured. lie was, however', still 
alive 


this afternoon, though unable to explain 
the cause of the disaster. 


LOOK FOR THEIR DEAD. 


As soon as the news of the explosion 


spread anxious relatives of the employes 
crowded to the scene and struggled to 
enter tlie ruin in search of the missing. 


A gang of city employes worked at 


the 
debris and ropes were hastily 


strethchcd across the intersection of Ab- 
bott and Seventh streets to keep back 
the e'Ncited crowds. Most of the 
in- 


jured were hurried to Emergency 
hos- 


pital, four blocks distant. 


BOILERS IN GOOD CONDITION. 
Hugh Guy, city boiler inspector, says 


that his deputies inspected the boilers in 
the Pemberthy plant on July 5 and 17 
last. 
There were 
four boilers in the 


plant, two horizontals and two uprights. 
They were in use on alternate clays, and 
supposedly were well cared for. While 
the number of missing 
ha-s narrowed 


somewhat this afternoon it is. certain 
that several bodies are under the ruins. 
President Johnson of the company is 
making a- systematic search for the em- 
ployes by sending messenger 
boys to 


their homes. He anid to the Associated 
J.'ress that there were two small testing 
boilers in the plant, also one 100 horse 
power upright and one 100 horse power 
tubular. : 


•'I am satisfied," said lie. '''that it \va-s 


the latter which exploded. The boilers 
were tested regularly and it was only a 
week ago that the boiler tester compli- 
mented us on our careful engineer."

Isabella was born April 22, 1461, at 


Madrigal, Spain. 
Her father, King 


John, was king of Castile, then a sepa- 
rate kingdom, hpw onlyxa province of 
Spain.

Portugal, 
who brought

October, 1469, 
after a romantic courtship, Ferdinand 
was married to his sweetheart at Vai- 
ladolid,. Spain, and her brother, the 
king, dying, she was proclaimed queen 
Of Castile Dec. 13, J474. When in Jan- 
uary, 147S, Prince Fardinand succeeded 
to the throne of Aragon, the two king- 
doms were united, and the peace of the 
Spanish peninsula seemed assured. ., It 
was under the reign. of Ferdinand that 
the Moors were expelled from Spain 
and- driven .back^ to Africa. 
In 1492,

quean pawned her jewels to help the 
needy ad venturer Christopher Colum- 
bus, 
whose discovery of u new conti- 


nent was the glory of her land and
